To thefe 
muft be added Patiexce and Lez- 
fure, together with a Competent 
Fortune ; which is the’ more 
neceflary in this Study, becaufe 
it requires, as is already faid, — 
the whole Man to find out the 
Means, and then a careful Ap- 
plication is abfolutely necefiary 


toaccomplifh the Work,

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The Philofophers, you very 
well know, take the liberty of 
feemimgly Contradicting them- 
felves, and one another : Some- 
times afferting the Work to be 
very cafe ; other times, that ’tis 
very difficult or hard. One 
while, that ’tis {hort ; then a- 
gain, that “tis very tediouw. A- 
gain, that “tis done with little 
Fxpence, and an cafe Labour ; 
ithen complaining of the Charge 
and Lod. Sometimes aftirming 
itheir Matter to be but ome only 
ithg, othertimes that ’tis com- 
pounded of feveral. One while 
tthe Work 1s to be done with a 
wentle Fire, another time that 
“tis not peform’d without a 
Yivong. [hen again, that ’tis 
equal, and of the fame degree ;

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and yet that “tis daily ecreafed. 
Thefe are the Difiiculties, — 
with many more that might 
be Named, Inqurers lie under.
